dition of the President this morning con- 
tinues unfavorable. Shortly after the 
issue of the evening bulletin, he had a 
chill lasting fifteen minutes, the febrile 
rise following, continued until 12 o'clock 
midnight, baring which time his pulse 
ranged from 112 to 130, the sweat;ng that 
followed was quite profuse. Tho cough 
which was troublesome during tho chill 
gave him but little annoyance the re- 
mainder of the night. This morning at 
8 a. m., his temperature was 98.8; pulse 
106 nnd feebler; respiration 22. At 8:30 
a. m, another chill camo on, on account 
ot which, dressing was temporarily post- 
poned. A bulletin will bo issued at 12:30 
p. m.

President ij slowly sinking, llo had 
another rigor this evening, which Avns, 
however, of shorter duration thau the 
cb;ll of yesterday forenoon. All that 
medical skill could do to prevent tho re- 
currence of tho rigor had been done, but 
without avail. Ever since the attack yos-: 
terday the physicians have been drea<I"ig 
its repetition. They havo kept a very 
close watch upon tho patiout. When- 
ever thoro has boon the slightest indica- 
tion ot a dull, tho extremities wore w.-ap- 


!ped in hot Qanuols, nnd other precau- 
tionary measures used. Onco or twice 
during tlio day tho foot pad hands of tho 
President have growa cold. 


But each time the doctors succeeded 


in working off tho threatened chill. To- 
night, however, their labors were unsuc- 
cessful. Tho second drill has not yet 
caused great alarm. 


For several days past tho minds of 


tlioso arotiud the President havo been 
gradually prepared for tho worst. 
New 


and dangerous developments cause pain, 
but not surprise. Tho appearance ot 
favorable symptoms even are regarded 
with distrust lost they should pfceurso 
greater evils. 
To-night (when the bad 


news was received from tho sick room, 
people at tlio Elberon manifested none of 
tho signs of great anxiety which such au 
alarming event would havo caused three 
weeks ago. 


Tho events of the day prior to tho rigor 


had been of a more favorable charade r 
thau [those of yesterday. The patient 
was no bettor, but ho sull'ciod less. The 
condition of pulso .and temperature 
showed how great was his prostration. 
Ho was too weak torully from tho effects 
of yesterday's ligor until nearly twenty- 
four hours had elapsed. At 11 o'clock 
this moining his temperature- was 100 
pulso 11G, and respiration 20. Those 
mgh iigaros, Dr. Boyntou said, wore tho 
most encouraging features of tLo day. 
Last night the President rested us none 
but exhausted men do rest. His was not 
tho sleep of healthy exhaustion though, 
but rather tho roposo of deathly prostra- 
tion.

How to Bathe. 


Tho more fact of immersing tho body 


in water, whether salt or fresh, has no 
magic power for good. As a matter of 
physical experience, bathing causes loss 
of bodily heal, which is rarely if ever 
desirable. People generally make great 
mistakes as to the use of baths and bath- 
ing. 
It seldom happens that an ordina- 


ry bath cleanses the skin, which should 
bo'tho primary purpose. For the rest, 
no possible good can bo done by merely 
burying tho surface of the body in wa- 
ter. '.As to: tho idea that the salt of the 
sea acts on the skin, that is a flimsy no- 
tion, resting on very insufficient prem- 
ises; and if it were true, a sponging 
with salt-water would be better than 
bathing in tho sea. The truth is, the 
value of a bath is in proportion. to its 
effect as an agent producing reaction. 
There may bo cases in which the ah* 
stcaction of heat by bathing in cold wa^ 
ter would do good. We know there are 
such cases, tint they are not,.as a rule, 
to be found among .the multitudes who 
bathe. For tho purpose of lowering the 
••temperature of the body, cold bathing 
must bo,used tinder medical direction, 
•and it is improbable that a practitioner 
desiring to employ this remedy would 
order his patient to "bathe," in the or- 
dinary sense of tho term. It may there- 
fore bo repeated .that tho use of bathing 
is to produce reaction, and act as a 
stimulant to the circulation, especially, 
at the surface of tho body and in the 
skin, This should be borne in mind, 
and it will be at once perceived that 
there is nothing but evil in prolonging' 
tho bath beyond a very brief duration. 
As soon as the surface is cooled, the 
bather should quit tho water, and, rub- 
bing the skin briskly with a rough towel, 
bring back the blood, and produce tho 
redness and the glow of health. Tho; 
actual length of time which a bather! 
may remain in the water should be de-j 
termincd by tho exercise he is able to i 
take while in it. 
If ho can throw his 


muscular system into vigorous action, so 
as to maintain his heat, tho exercise will i 
do him good, and in a few minutes he 
may secure as good a constitutional as 
ho could got by a brisk walk, or n gal- 
lop, or a game of cricket; but unlcss_ ho 
can thus work to mako hcat,_ho is sim- 
ply throwing away heat, which ho may 
not readily replace, every moment ho 
remains in tho bath. Many weakly but 
fairly healthy persons do themselves 
great harm by bathing frequently, and 
under tho mistaken impression that re- 
maining in the water is in itself health- 
ful. 
This idea should be cast aside as 


erroneous and misleading. Tho only 
safe rule for the ordinary bather Is to 
regard tho bath as a means of promot- 
ing the circulation of his blood. If ho 
finds that when ho comes out of tho wa- 
ter ho is warmer than when ho went in, 
he is bcncfitted. If he is colder, the 
bath has done him no good. It may 
not perchance have donoliim any seri- 
ous hai-ija. but it has certainly done no 
good, and a risk has been run by taking 
Ft, while tho loss of heat entailed has 
been a waste of power. This power 
may bo replaced; but if it is, there will 
need to bo an expenditure of strength 
in some subsequent exercise which had 
better have been turned to profitable 
account on land, instead of being simply 
devoted to the repair of an injury in- 
flicted in tho pursuit of health.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

In one thing there has been a very 


marked change in tho popular idea ol 
the draft horso for use m this country. 
A few years ago great size was consid- 
ered the one thing needful in a draft 
horse. They were not exactly bought 
and sold by tho pound, like cattle or 
swine, but the weight of tho hovso was 
one of the first questions asked; quality 
was lost sight of. This rage for size lea 
to the importation of many miserable 
brutes, and to tho perpetuation of many 
glaring defects in conformation, and to 
the transmission of much hereditary un- 
soundncss. Bat, thanks to tho )udg- 
tnent of discriminating buyers, the pub- 
lic' have come to understand that it 
takes something beside flesh and bone 
to mako a good horso. Quality, action, 
endurance, and temperament are now 
closely scrutinized by all breeders of in- 
telligence, as well as by.the buyers of 
horses for the great markets; and tho 
importer or breeder who now neglects 
these essentials in his selections must go 
into some other business. 


What will be tho ultimate effect of 


this enormous influx of foreign draft 
blood upon tho horse stock of our West- 
ern States, where these importations 
mainly find a lodgment, remains to bo 
seen. As before remarked, il is at pres- 
ent a profitable business, both to tho im- 
porter and to the breeder; and we are 
satisfied that tho general Increase in 
size, which must inevitably result from 
tho extensive use of these draft stallions, 
can not fail to furnish us with tho basis 
for a substantial improvement if our 
subsequent breeding shall bo wisely con- 
ducted.—National L/ivo Stock .Jowrrud.

All freight trains may be said to bs 


run under the eye of a train dispatcher 
whoso business is to study the trair 
sheet. 
This is a very largo rulee 


sheet of cardboard, on which tho telo- 
. graphed time at which every train on 
the road passes a station is put down as 
soon as it is received. 
This sheet in- 


forms him just where every train run- 
ning on the road at any given time is. 
Some, roads make their train dispatch- 
ers out of .-the telegraphers in the dis- 
patcher's oflico. It lias been the policy 
of the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
Railroad, however, to make them out 
of conductors, on the principle that the 
dispatcher ought, in case of an accident 
or other disturbance in tho running of 
trains, to bo able to call up to mind ev- 
ery inch of tho road, with every switch 
and siding, where tho long fast time 
stretches, nnd where it is impossible to 
make good time. Ho must know where 
to lay up an unimportant freight train, 
and where to stow a stock train tempo- 
rarily, so that a passenger train shall 
Jose no time, if possible, and tho stock 
•train shall lose as little time as possible. 


In such a juncture tho dispatcher has 


-no time to plan. 
All stations are noti- 


fied of tho disturbance, and every mo- 
ment comes a statement from one of 
them that such or such a train is there 
and waiting for orders. Only ono brain 
can do the work, nnd a man who has 
not m mind a vivid picture of the road, 
such as a conductor has, would find 
himself at a disadvantage. 
There is a 


rocordof tho orders sent out by the dis- 
patcher in tho Brio office in case of an 
accident several years ago, showing that 
frequently during a period of 'eight 
hours the dispatcher sent out as many 
as three telegraphic orders a minute. 
The object is to keep as many of the 
important trains moving as possible. 


The train dispatcher must always b 


at his post, and must always dccid 
quickly. 
In the Erie office there arc 


three of them, each one on duty 
hours a day.—N. Y. Sun.

How Freight Trains arc Handled. 
A wildcat train used to -be tho dread 


of railroad men. Now every freight 
train on a great many roads is a wildcat. 
Yet it runs with more safety to itself and 
to other trains than when it used to be 
time-tabled. It starts out when it can. 
and thereafter runs or lies still on sidings 
under orders received at tho stations. 


This state of affairs has been brought 


about by tho increasing use of and de- 
pendence on the railroad telegraph 
fines. But to secure safety, the tele- 
graph must be eked out with the flag. 
The engineer- can be communicated 
with only by flag or lantern. 
Tele- 


graphic communication stops at the sta- 
tions. 


Three years ago every flagman on 


the Erie Kailroad was summoned to the 
Superintendent's oflice,-and there made 
to show whether or not he understood 
the rules of the road as to flago-ino- 
trains. If it was found that ho did ui° 
derstand them, he was allowed to go 
back to work after signing a statement 
that ho understood them. It is said by 
road officials that this proceeding so im- 
pressed the flagmen with tho importance 
of their duties- that there has never since 
been an accident caused by a flagman's 
carelessness, such as was said to have 
caused the aecidcnt at llye, on the Now 
Haven Railroad. There are four whistle 
signals. 
One whistle, continued for 


about five seconds, indicates that brakes 
must be turned on to stop the train. 
Two whistles is the signal to lot off the 
brakes. 
Three whistles is tho signal 


that the

backed, and also for the flagman to 
go back. Whether the train is backed 
or not, and under any and all circum- 
stances, the flagman must leave the ca- 
boose of a freight train or the rear car 
of a passenger train and hasten back 
three-quarters of a mile or a mile in 
readiness to stop any trains that may be 
approaching. He must stay there until 
he has stopped an approaching train or 
until he hears the signal to come back. 
This signal is four whistles. 


When tho engineer has given the sig- 


nal for the flagman to come in it by no 
means follows that the train must wait 
for him. The flagman gets back if ho 
can. If ho can not ho must follow on 
the next train he can get. His flag is a 
pass on any train. .Sometimes, when a 
fog lies on the Jersey meadows, an 
Krie train comes in with only the engi- 
neer and conductor in charge of it, ev- 
ery other employee having been left be- 
hind with a flag. 


The signal for the flagman to go back 


must be given by the engineer every 
time the train stops,. unless it be at ono 
of its regular stations and on time. If 
it is not on time, a flagman must bo 
whistled back. More than ,this, when- 
ever a train stops, except at a station on 
time, the flagman must go back; wheth- 
er he hears tho signal to do so or not, 
and he must stay there until he gets tho 
signal to return to the train. If he does 
not get a signal to return, he must stay 
back on the track until he stops a train. 
The theory is that if a flagman does his 
full duty, there is hardly a possibility of 
the crashing of one tram into another. 
There aro 130 daily passenger trains 
scheduled on the time tables in tho Erio 
•ilico. Those most necessarily run ac- 
cording to a time schedule.. Or the nu- 
merous freight trains 'only two aro now 
scheduled, and it is said that this is »
